Future of North American Co's. Holding

St. Louis, Oct. 25.— The Nortli 
American Company may dispose 
of tlie West Kentucky Coal Co. 
If the corporation decides to re- 
tain the property, however! a 
large appropriation will be au- 
thorized to develop the mines 
and increase the output. The 
future of holdiugs will be deter- 
mined b» President James Camp- 
bell and members of the board, 
who will inspect the mines and 
lands Thursday. 

Mr. Campbell, accompanied by 
John I. Beggs and the St. Louis 
directors, will depart tomorrow 
for Sturgis, K.v.. where they will 
meet the New York members of 
the board. The Eastern direct 
ors are now enroute to the coal 
fields. Mr. Campdell hopes that 
the entire board will be present. 

The West Kentucky Coal Co., 
is capitalized at $3,000,000, and 
and all the stock is owned by 
the North American Company. 
The coal fields embrace approxi- 
mately 26,000 acres in Critten- 
den, Union and Webster conn 
ties, near Sturgis. The proper- 
ties are estimated to contain 
about 200,000,000 tons of mer- 
chantable coal.
